portation, whether iu bulk or in boxes, 
bales, packages, bundle?, or not so in- 
closed or included; and to have duly 
Attached and canceled, as iu the aot 
provided, to each of s*id bllli of l«dlnn, 
manifeats, or other memorandum, Hurt 
to each duplicate tbereo',« stamp ot 
the value" of one cent. Tbe oenal'y for 
failure to comply with this provision 
of the law is fifty dollars for each of- 
fense.
